The constitution says that every 
County having a population equal 
to half that ratio shall be entitled 
to one representative for the next 
IO years.

population at least three tim es the 
ratio gets three house m em bers 
and so on for full ratios after the 
first two. 
The constitution "adds: 
"When any County shall rave a 
fraction above the ratio, so large, 
that being multiplied by five, the
